Articles of Faith 
May Cause Battle 
Of Presbyterians 


New York, December 18.-—(Bvy the 
Associated Press.)—Vigorous opposi- 
tion has developed in the Presbyterian 
church aguinst the ad -ption of the 
five articles of faith demanaed hy the 
fundamentalists in their victory over 
the modernists at the general assem- 
bly last May, it was learned today af 
the headquarters of the New York 
presbytery. 

Ministers in all parts 0! coun- 
try, it was said. were pro- 
test rgainst the declaration that these 
five articles are essetitiais of the 
chureh doctrine. 

The opposition against the declara- 
tion of the five articles of faith, offi- 
cials of the presbytery said, could be 
comnared to the objections of Episco- 
palians to the pastoral letter of the 
house of bisheps. Both cocuments, 
they asserted, were inspired by the 
fundamentalists. 

The movement to repudiate 
ance of the five artieks, it was de- 
claved, did not originate in New York 
but had the support of leading Pres- 
byterian clergymen here. 

The five articles of faith, 
in resolutions adopted by the Pres 
byterian general assem Iv at Indian- 
apolis on May “3, last, aftirm “that tt 
is the essential doctrine of the ehureb 
that the Holy Spirit inspired the

An appeal for cooperation of the 
public in enforcement of vaccination 
against smallpox was made Tuesday 
by Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health of- 
ficer, who stated that seventy-five 
cases of smallpox are now being 
treated by the city health department 
This is a. greater number of cases 
than at any time during the past 
four years,.it was stated. 

“Reports of smallpox cases have 
doubled in the last two weeks,” Dr, 
‘Kennedy said, “and while there is no 
occasion for any alarm on the part 
of persons who either have been vae 
'cinated or have had smallpox at some 
‘time in the past, every person 
-has not been made immune is in im- 
minent danger of contracting the dis- 
ene. 

“Smallpox is a reflection on the 
intelligence of any person who has it,” 
the doctor pies ol “because modern 
vaccination is an absolute preventive 
and the only certain way of avoiding 
the disease. There is no reason on 
earth why an informed. person should 
leave himself liable to it.”

It is pointed out in the s.ate chem- | 
ist’s report that of the total number | 
of samples of fertilizer brought to the | 
department, only 46 per cent met the} 
guarantee in every particular, 38 per! 
cent failing to contain the plant food 
guaranteed by the manufacturer. Six- 
teen per cent of the samples worked | 
failed to meet the guarantee by being | 
either 3 per cent below the total 
guarantee in commrcia] value, or more 
than 10 per cent off in one or more | 
ingredients. This 16 per cent was 
subject to the penalty of 2o per cent | 
of the cost price, imposed* under the 
state law. 

The total amount of fertilizer sold | 
in Georgin during the 1923 season | 
was’ 679,565 tons. Records in the de 
partment show that 50,037 tons were 
analyzed, each sample representing an | 
averate of 11 tons of fertilizer. This | 
shows that one sample was analyzed 
for every 150 tons sold in the state, | 
which is considered, the report states, | 
an unusually close inspection. ‘he 
report reads: 

“Other states with a total tonnage 
of one-third that sold in Georgia make | 
inspections which will average one) 
sample to every 170 tons sold.

Planks for this purpose are usually 
(made of oak. There are two kinds — 
the plain oblong plank and the one. 
|If the plain plank is uyed, it is 
“one, two or three inches in thickeabes. 
according to the preference of the 
‘cook. The ovad plank is like the chop 
or steak platter: it has the three con- 
i verging grooves and the well at the 
end for collecting the gravy. It | 
also supplied with a metal dram.
